Occupation Forces Take Precautions Against Trouble 
In Little Town of Werden; Trials Arise From ~ 
Incident at Krupp Works, March 31, When Four- - 
teen Germans Killed. 

Werden. lthrnish Prussia, May 4.—This little German town, 
hugging both hanks of the River Ruhr, just under the hill that il 
crowned by the Krupp mansion, was attracting more attention 
to-day than at any previous time in its history of eleven centuries. 
The French brought Werden before the eyes of the world when 
they decided to hold here to-day and to-morrow the courtmartial 
of I)r. Gustav Krupp von Uohlen. president of the great Krupp 
-works, five of the directors and four members of the workmen's 
council, who are charged with inciting the attack on French troop* 
on March 31.

Is it wise of tlic Dominion Government, to close 
down on its highway policy after the whole of the 
tao.0()0,M0 appropriation has been absorbed by 
the various provinces t This is a matter of vital 
importance to British Columbia at the present 
time. Our quota has been expended and ex¬ 
pended to good advantage; but there arc many 
sections of this Province that could be consider¬ 
ably benefited if Dr. Sutherland could be assured 
»f more contributions from the Federal exchequer 
for trunk undertakings. # 

What this Province requires and requires at 
the earliest possible moment is a through road to 
the Interior and links between sections that are 
nibbing along under no mean highway difficulties. 
The need is dicta ted b y economic necessity and 
a due regard for the advantage that would accrue 
to both provincial and Federal treasuries by the 
inevitable increase in tonrist traffic. 

In any event it is good business to build roads; 
lint costs in this Province are considerably higher 
than they are in other parts of the country. We . 
have physical problems here that are unknown 
to the Bast of the Rockies. On that account we 
have an argument for better terms. To allocate 
British Columbia’s quota under the blanket pro¬ 
visions applied to the rest of the Dominion was to 
. ignore onr pecnliar conditions. 

THE MEASURE PASSES. 

In spite of purely political objections from 
British Columbia and Yukon Conservatives the 
great majority of the members of the Dominion 
House of Commons did not find it difficult to 
support the measure that is intended to give the 
Government of this Province a better opportun¬ 
ity to carry out the wishes of the people and put 
an end to an illegal traffic in liquor. 

Yesterday’# debate produced nothing new in 
the way of objection. The Yukon member 
echoed the sentiments of his Vancouver colleague 
and preened himself in the role of guardian of 
the liberties of the people—without the melo¬ 
dramatic. effect so childishly employed by Mr 
Stevens. And it nbw remains for the Senate 
to reverse the decision which it gave in respect 
of a similar measure last year. 

If conditions bad not reached such a serious 
state, if bootlegging were not the business that it 
undoubtedly is, the arguments which the British 
Columbia Conservatives have advanced .in the 
House of Commons would be humorous to a de¬ 
gree. But they have chosen to discount the in¬ 
telligence of the electorate of this Province by 
advocating the continuance of a policy that 
would perpetuate a .state of affaira so obviously 
nauseating to every' decent citizen.' 

It would be interesting to learn just how 
much privately-imported liquid went into the cel¬ 
lars of law-abiding citizens during the last 
twelve months. Wc are of the opinion that of¬ 
ficial records would reveal just how unnecessary 
this privilege has been. And there has been- a 
conspicuous absence of popular protest against 
the Attorney-General’s application. 


ROYAL AND ANCIENT’8 NEW DIGNITY. 

In these days of progressive legislation one 
experiences only a mild form of thrill when some 
ambitions politician goes one better than anybody 
ever expected. But it has remained for the 
Bahamas Legislature to set a pace that other law¬ 
making establishments may emulate in a more 
general sense in the distant future. When this 
honorable body assembled on the sixth day of last 
month it listened to a Speech from the Throne 
which contained the following passage: 

Whilst for those In search of health we need 
do Uttlo mors than safeguard the reputation of 
our unrivalled climate, we should not neglect the 
needs of those who visit us in search of re¬ 
creation—and the one class Invariably tiring* the 
other in its train, t shall shortly submit for 
your approval an Agreement under which the 
sum of e.

K ny to be formed by the President of the 
hamaa Hotel Company for the purpose of 
constructing and operating an ll-hola golf 
course. 

Golfing enthuiiasm in this city at the present 
time, not to mention that large body of public 
opinion which is mill hopeful that this municipal¬ 
ity will looner or later invest in a municipal 
undertaking, is a convincing reminder that the 
royal and ancient pastime lias established itself as 
a compelling recreation and a sovereign remedy 
for many of the minor, and even the major, ills 
to which mankind is heir. But to refer to golf 
in a Speech from the Throne is to endow the 
game with a dignity that this continent would 
never have dreamed possible ten years ago.

* ’ STARTLING FIGURES. 

It would be a good thing if the governments 
of this country would arrange to ^ave a “Sive- 
the-Forests” week more than once a year. The 
annual affair on both sides of the international 
boundary undoubtedly does an immense amount 
of good and reminds the people of thefr respon¬ 
sibilities in the matter. But the statistics of 
yearly loss indicate a rate of destruction of one 
of our moat valuable assets that must- be sub¬ 
stantially curtailed if posterity is to derive ade¬ 
quate benefit from our timber resources. 

Figures given to the Rotary Clfib by Major 
Gowmu at yesterday’s luncheon indicate that 
British Columbia's timber loss from fire alone in 
1922 amounted to no less a sum than $23,000,000. 
This cost takes on added significance when one 
remembers that it represents a total greater by 
something like $4,000,000 than the revenue of the 
Province from all sources. On top of this the tax¬ 
payers of British Columbia were taxed to the| 
extent of $750,000 in respect of the cost of 
fighting fires. Small wonder that there is still 
an urgent necessity to impress upon the people 
the need for greater caution! 

Major Cowan informed his audience that only 
five per cent, of the fires which originated in the 
forests of thin Province last year were caused by 
lightning. Logging camps were responsible for 
twelve per cent, of the outbreaks; but approxi 
mately one-third were traced to the carelessness 
of campers. These findings speak for themselves 
nnd dictate an obvious course to those who enjoy 
life in the great out-of-doors. 

SAVE THE ANIMALS. 

Without ado or ostentation the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals has done au ex¬ 
cellent work in .thiw locality for- a number of 
years past. It is not necessary to enlarge upon 
the duties that its Inspector carries out in the 
interests of those faithful creatures which cannot 
speak for themselves. But if this humanitarian 
ta-'k is ta.be regarded aa a permanent institution 
in Vietoria more funds will have to bs found. It 
therefor* goes without saying that an appreci¬ 
ative and benevolent public will support to-mor¬ 
row's tag day.
